But let ub consider this thing lor a moment, and 
work the rule both ways. Are the quick shots always crack 
ehote! Are there not hundreds ot sportsmen who from not hav¬ 
ing had good Instructors at the start, or from having no one at 
all to Instruct them, have acquired a nervous, snappy manner of 
throwing up their guns, and hurriedly blazing away at birds, and, 
thereby missing bead after head of game? In short, are not 
nineteen twentieths of all the birds missed, missed through this 
shooting too quick? We know that such Is the case, and yet 
we recommend learners to begin at the trap and glass balls, the 
very practice of all others that tends most powerfully to Increase 
the evil. It la no argument to point out certain well-known 
shots who are good at lKith styles of shooting. Those who argue 
this way entirely Ignore one Important feature of the case, viz; 
natural aptitude. Without this natural aptitude, Frank For¬ 
ester telle us, “no one can hope to become a crack shot.” 
Many say, “look at Bogardus, the world's champion at all kinds 
of shooting with the shot gun." Gentlemen, what would 
bogardus be without his wonderful gift of natural 
aptitude with the gnn? Simply, perhaps, no better shot than 
you or I. His la the one exception that makes the rule hold 
good. But, because the great bulk of sportsmen do not have 
this gift, do they lay aside their guns and allow their doge to run 


became a trap-shot he had developed hla wonderful aptitude with 
the gun on game. It is a good thing to be a quick shot, partic¬ 
ularly In thick covere, or at a wild snipe or fast-flying duck. But 
It must be a deliberate promptitude, catching the game when 
lust at the proper distance, not sooner and not later. It is not 
a good thing to be a quick shot If quickness Is to be acquired at 
the expense of coolness and aim. For some men, who are In¬ 
clined to ovcrslowness, the trap and balls may be of great benefit; 
but such men are in the minority in proportion to the whole 
number now trying to learn the art of shooting on the wing. To 
all beginners who are nervously quick, I say let trap-shooting 
alone You had better by far tone down your nerves 
by Bhooting at a target with the rifle, though neither 
extreme Is It advisable to follow up too long. Practice on game, 
and game alone. Pigeons will not do when sprung from the 
trap, for they require to be hard hit and quickly covered to stop 
them; and, moreover, the trap being aprung at a known distance 
the eye gets no training In judging or distances, a training abso¬ 
lutely necessary to make a good shot on game. We point with 
pride to our teams of long range riflemen, for, so far, they have 
beaten every team sent against them from far amY near ’, yet what 
Is all this long-range practice, or the rifles built for It, or the man 
who understands long-range shooting only, worth at a deer

In looking over the advertisements In our various sporting 
ittpers, I see It claimed by some that practice at the pigeon and 
Kill trap will make a fine shot on game of those who have yet 
mil uo experience. I have seen much of this trap shooting, 
iml have carefully observed those who practiced It, and I have 
let to see one single confirmation of the above assertion. As a 
'port and agreeable pastime for those whose means or health 
loes notallow them to go In pursuit of game, I am free to admit 
its merits. As a certain means of converting the novice In shoot¬ 
ing Into a good game shot I do more than doubt, and I state 
most emphatically that In many instances so far Is trap shooting 
[roiu being a meaus of making a good shot, that I am certain 
many who might have become passable game shots are ruined 
entirely for game shooting. Of course, this assertion may have 
the effect of bringing a deal of abuse upon me; but I am not 
afraid to speak out for all that. Those Interested In the man¬ 
ufacture or sale of traps and balls claim that more than any 
other practice they tend to make a man a quick shot. Well, I 
admit it; and 1 likewise admit that crack shots generally are 
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wild? Not a bit of It; they go on with their sport, following 
blindly in the same old tracks, and thinking that because one 
man, who 1 b a miraculously good shot, can do with Impunity 
what would ruin the qualities of moBt men as good shots, they 
have only to do the same to he as line a shot as he Is, and that, 
too, without stopping to ask themselves whether they possess 
the natural aptitude of him they would pattern after. How 
often do we see In human nature the old story repeated of the 
sheep refusing to follow any but the old bell wether. Not long 
ago I saw an amusing and, to me, very Instructive Illustration of 
what I have claimed above. By some means a country gun 
dealer had got hold of an old breech-loader, formerly the prop¬ 
erty of Capt. Bogardus. The fact 600 n became known, and the 
shooting men around flocked In to see and handle the gun. Not 
a man of them but expressed bis perfect confidence In his ability 
to kill game with that gun, and do It at every shot. They seemed 
to be possessed with an idea that Bogardus’ Bhooting a gun tor a 
certain time endowed the gun with the property of always killing, 
no matter who might shoot with It; and that any gun that might 
be built of the same shape must do likewise, no matter whether 
suited to the build aud style of the user or not. Just so men will 
argue about trap-shooting, forgetting that long before Bogardus

bounding over our prairies or through our forests, and giving no 
time to measure distances or arrange sights? Nothing, simply 
nothing. Compared with the rifle the Bhot-gun is a weapon of 
but limited powers. True, it does have a sight on It, but how 
few good shots use it, save on a dead mark? Even with the 
large-bored sporting rifle the sportsman has much to assist him 
In Its use, as compared with, the shot-gun. With the latter, ex¬ 
cept at long intervals through the day, and under exceptionally 
favorable circumstances, be has nothing but hie own eyes and 
band to rely on, and to help him he must learn to judge of 
distances, the speed and angles of flight of the game at which 
he fires, the amount, direction and force of the wind. All these 
must be timed and measured (as It were) before his gun reaches 
his shoulder; and, as I have before said, these important things 
can only be learned In practice at game. At the trap he will learn 
to kill so many pigeons, or break so many balls in succession, and 
he will learu a style of bringing up bis gun very quickly. But, 
while he 1 b learning that be it also learning something not so de- 
sirable for game, shooting. He is learning to subordinate all the 
qualities I have mentioned above, to mere quickness, a quickness 
that will not do for him in a year’s practice as much towards 
making him a cool crack shot as the other qualities will do for 
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birds, and should be discussed among the farmers In all local¬ 
ities where the practice of setting Spring fires Is prevalent.

These arc the outpourings of men who love the woods, and 
the same strain ie to be found in all angler’s who truly love the 
snort, only we canuot. all express ourselves as these more favored 
ones do. An angler differs from the fisherman in many ways. 
The professional fisherman of the sea coast is an honest hard¬ 
working mau, seldom given to excess, and in those places where 
they are the entire population, as in some of the fishing villages 
of Massachusetts and northward, Immorality Is almost unknown. 
From this class of men come all the hardy and best of our sea¬ 
men, and Arctic explorers, they mingle little with the outside 
world and are men of pure lives and simple tastes. So too on 
the great lakes are found many fine men, but 80 near the trav¬ 
eled routes that they catch a few “hard cases.” The rural fish¬ 
erman is quite often a vagabond who has a few uet* and takes to 
it as the laziest way to make a living, and fishing 1 b often spoken 
of by the thrifty farmer, who only knows this class, as a lazy 
man’s occupation. There Is one sure thing however, a law¬ 
man can’t fish with a fly, for a man that whips a stream six 
hours, even if his rod only weighs eight ounces, has doue a day s 
work, and every ounce on his rod has gradually increased to a

But the man who don’t, 
care how he catches them, “so he gets them it Is all one to him,” 
may he an angler by courtesy so long as he uses an “angle,” but 
is far from knowing the true pleasures of angling as the man who 
goes in the woods with a swallow-tailed coat and a stove-pipe hat. 


The Fish Luw of Missouri. 


Section I. It shall not be lawful for any person 10 place In any river, 
creek, pond, lake, slough, bayou, or other waters of this state, auy 
medicated drug, fish, berry or coculua InUlcua. or other poiaoomis drug 
or substance calculated to poison, kill or Injure auy flub in any such 
waters; nor shall it be lawful for auy persou to place In auy such w* 
turs auy nitre-glycerine, or other explosive thing or »ubsUu)ce. whereby 
any fish tbereiD tnay be killed or lujured; nor shall it be lawful for any 
person by means or auy explosive thing or substance, to take, catch, or 
kill any fish In any of tbe waters of Ibis state. Any person who shall 
violate auy of the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and ou conviction thereof, aball be tiued iu auy sum 

not lesslhau fifty,nor more than two buhdred dollars; and any person 
convicted imder the provisions of this section, who shall Tall to pay 
such fine and costs, shall be imprisoned in the county jsil one day for 
every dollar of such fine and costa, which he refuses or falls to pay. 

Sue. 2. No person shall be allowed to place, erect or maintain, or 
cause to be maintained across auy of the waters of this stale, or in front 
or tbe mouth of any stream emptying into any other stream, any seine 
net, trammel net,bag weir, fish dam, trap or other similar device or 
obstruction which shall preveut the free passage of fish up or dowu in 
any such stream; uor shall any person or persons be permitted to use 
any such means or device for the purpose of catching fish lu auy waters 
solely upon tbe premises of other persons, without the written consent 
of such owner or owuorH; nor shall any person during the months of 
July and August of any year, by moans of such device, catch, or take 
any fish iu any of the waters of this state. Any persou who shall vio¬ 
late the provisions of this Bectlon Khali be deemed guiliy of a misde¬ 
meanor, and upon conviction, bo fined In auy sum not lea* than twenty 
nor more than fifty dollars; and any person convicted under this sec 
lion who shall refuse to pay such flue and costs shall be imprisoned In 
the county jail one day for each dollar of eneb fine and costs, which he 
fails or refuses to pay. 

Sec. 3. It shall he the duly of the circuit judges throughout thi* 
state, bh well as that of the judges of the St. Louis and Jackson county 
crimiual courts, to give this act in special charge to the grand juries, 
when impanueled iu each and all or tbe counties of this state; and it 
shall bu ibs duty or all grand juries to Indict all persons found guilty 
oT auy violation of the provisions of tliis act, within the respective 
counties iu which they are impauncled. 

8»o. 4. Auy violation of the provisions of this act may be prosecuted 
before any police justice, recorder or justice of the peace, io like manner 
as iu other cases of misdemeanor. 

Sec 5 It shall be the duly of all sheriffs, constables and olber ax 
ecntlve or administrative state and county officers to pay strict and 
prompt attention to the enforcement of tbe provisions of this act; and 
lor any failure so to do by any sheriff, constable, marshall or other per¬ 
sou charged with ibe duty of executing the laws, such officer shall for¬ 
feit and pay Into the county treasury Ihe sum of ten dollars, which 
■ball be UDiiroprialed to the use of tho common school fund. 

Sec ii Any person Who shall give information which shall lead lo

Sec 7 Anv person or persons discovering, seeing or knowing of any 
of the devices named herein, as Implements of catching, killing or elu 
pefytng llsk as aforesaid, being iu auy of the waters hereinbefore 
Lined may seize and destroy the same, and shall not be liable to the 

ownere thereof for the value thereof ; nor shall he or they be held to

These have growu well, und some of them arc five Inches In 
length though not yet a year old.

I was 
glad to learn on conversing with Mr. Welsber that his experi¬ 
ence was In accordance with the views herein expressed, for he 
has hatched the BbIi in both spring and lake water, and has never 
seen one raised to eleven months old until he did It himself in the 
lake water at this place.

The Wisconsin State Hatching Houses. 

Milwaukee, Wis. 

Editor Chicago Field:— I have just come from the hatch- 
log house at Miullson which, with the one at this city, is under 
the charge of the veteran fish breeder, H. W. Welsher, the state 
superintendent, who luforms me that th# house at Madison is used 
mostly for brook trout and California salmon, while the Milwau¬ 
kee house Is devoted to the lake fishes. The former Is located 
three and a half miles south of the capltol, at a place called the 
"Nine Springs,” where the supply of water and the fall are all 
that could he desired. Although the hatchery ha* been estab 
llshed only two years, it Is 111 a flourishing condition and a favorite 
resort for sightseers from the city. The state owns forty acreB of 
land here, and the superintendent has a comforable house, barn, 
lec-house, etc. All that la lacking here to make it compare fa¬ 
vorably with kindred establishments In other states who have 
been longer In the business Is a good stock of breeding fish. 
Time will rectify this, however, as there are now from fifteen to 
twenty thousand yearlings in the ponds, which will help greatly 
with spawn the coming season. Last year there were but 2,000 
fish to handle. 

This spring the commission will distribute 120,000 brook trout 
fry, and 05,000 California salmon from this house. 

From the Milwaukee house there has beeu distributed 12,000,- 
| 000 white fish, Coregomu aibua, aud they are now engaged In 

1 planting the two varieties of lake trout, viz.: the salmon trout,

—Detroit, 
Mich .—Editor Chicago Field :—I feel quite overcome by “Chill 
Shot’s” llsh story. Like Pythagoras of old, I shall henceforth 
and forever be a firm believer In the doctrine of metempsychosis 
or transmigration of souls. The worthy old philosopher, on 
seeing a dog beaten, tried to stop the cruel proceedings by say¬ 
ing: “It Is a friend of mine whom I recognize by tbe voice.” 
So, too, I recognize an old acquaintance in “O'. S.” an old hunter 
and trapper who used to spend the greater part of his time in 
and near the forests and streams of Northern New York, and oc¬ 
casionally came to market with a pack of skins on his back, and 
stories similar to “Chill Shot’s” In his mouth, for he was of a 
meditative aud imaginative turn of mind, and roaming the 
woods is very favorable to story making. The old trapper died 
many, many yearB ago, but I perceive that his 6oul has found a 
fit abiding place, though it must have roamed about the borders 
of civilization some time before it found an organization just 
suited to its needs. . 

The story that I am about to relate will probably be remem¬ 
bered by “C. 8.,” as an experience of the former body: “I took 
my old flint-lock rifle and started out one tnorniu’ to sec what I 
could scare up.

Fish Culture Under Difficulties.— Geetiugsvillc, Ind.— 
Editor Chicago Field :—My ponds are situated so that I cannot, 
get a flow or water constantly in the Summer, hut have to depend 
on a windmill to pump a supply, still I have trout front one inch 
to a foot in length, but cannot keep many. 

The water Is ao full of sulphur and iron that a precipitate of a 
reddish yellow color Is plainly visible not only on the stones near 
the spring, but also upon tbe eggs. At least it is .mief to be sul¬ 
phur and Iron, for I never analyzed it and therefore canuot speak 
with certainty. The water at the spring gives off a gas, not sul¬ 
phuretted hydrogen, when exposed to tbe air, and last season I 
lost several large trout by putting them in the first pond where 
the water is so strongly charged with foreign substances, hut as 
It gets rid of all these in the first pond I have learned by experi¬ 
ence not to use it for fish. There appears to be no trouble in the 
second pond which gets its supply from the first one, and I now 
use the water from the last one for hatching aud do not find so 

much sediment. , .... . 

I hatched a good number this Spring, some of which 1 sold anil 
they arc doing well. 

The larva of tho dragon fly has destroyed many of my small 
trout by their going Into warm water where the latter live. 

Io a large pond below the others I am raising many of our na¬ 
tive fish, and some gold fish. 1 may put In black bass this sca- 
Bon W. V. Young, M. D. 

(This is certainly the pursuit of trout culture under difficulties, 
and the information is very Interesting, as few men would care to 
risk trout eggs among so much sediment of that nature. As for 
the gas, we have seen several springs that a trout could not live 
half an hour In, that supplied ponds below after being exposed 
to the air where the fish were healthy. We should think that 
gold fish might pay better than any if a trade woa opened with 
western dealers, as they now get their supply from the East.—

We never ex¬ 
aggerate facts or write deliberate falsehoods, and when we stated 
tlmt we have broken dogs of gun-shyoese with spike collars we 
SWE « -ui "Kit Klllblrd’s” belief In the incurable 
nature of gun-shyness, proves nothing except that hto experience 
has been a limited one, a fact many other things in his writings 
have abundantly demonstrated. So far as wo can lean, from his 
letters he has never given the spike collar a fair Intelligent 
trial, but terrified by Its appearance haB laid It aside as cruel 
and unpractical. Well, he Is not the only man who has been 
frightened out of hie wits by a ghost of his own raising, so he 
can enjoy that comfort which misery finds In company, but would 
write with more convincing force if he died repeated failures of 
the collar to do what lta friends claim for it. 

In the most elaborate treatise on dog breaking ever published, 
viz • "Hutchinson on the Dog’’—(we do not referito the abre- 
vlated edition published with Dinks & Mayhow’s works) .the au¬ 
thor notohly advocates the spike collar hut gives directIons or 
making oue. This anlhordy wo would cite against Kit Klllbird, 
and leave our readers to judge which of the two to accept as must 
likely to be right. We huve seen the spike collar in operation 
for nearly twenty years, and have never known a dog ruined by 
it while we have seen mauy spoiled by over severity wiQj the whip 
ur the opposite extreme of over kindness. We repeat that fur 
the amateur, that is, the inexperienced sportsman who attempts 
dog breaking for the first time, the spike collar Is not only the 
most effectual, but the least cruel In treatment that can be re¬ 
sorted to. This, of course, provided the breaker compiles strictly 
with the directions given for using the collar. Even In the hands 
of an over passionate and unreasonable man the collar 1 b not ca¬ 
pable of su^h severe punishment as “Kit Klllbird” glowingly 
pictures. Its spikes are too blunt to penetrate the skin or Inflict 
the pcrmancotlnjury often effected by a whip to say nothing of 
kicks or heavy blows which passionate men often indulge in. In 
writing thus we do not refer to the Von Culin collar alone, but 
. to auy collar made after the ordinary form. 

The fact that failures have been made In certain cases where 
the spike collar has been used does not disprove Its general use- 
1 fulness. All men are not gifted alike, and some may fall where 
r others would be successful; nor do we hesitate to admit that

Editor Chioaoo Field: —Can the Westminster Kennel Club 
eive a good reason for employing a man like Lort to act a* their 
principal judge! In the issue of their paper of April 6, speak¬ 
ing of tbs New York dog show, they say they have done wise y 
In Inviting Mr. Lort over, because he is known to be a perfectly 
unbiased and honorable gentleman. One of two things must 
be admitted by the Westminster Kennel Club, or If you please 
by the Country, which is the mouth piece. Mr. Lori's standing 
and general reputation was and Is not known to the club, or it 
has chosen him to judge setters for them in the full knowledge 
of his prejudices. Mr. Lort is a member of the English Kennel 
Club and la paid to do their judging. The jealousy of the clique 
In that club to Mr. Llewellln, and their violent opposition to 
anything connected with Mr. Llewellln have made them notori¬ 
ous tn England. There Is money for them in abusing and Injur¬ 
ing Mr. Llewellln. Mr. Lort is one of the crowd, Mr. Macdona 
Is another. After the disgusting experience of last year at New 
York, when the club sent to England for Macdona and had him 
act as judge and award prizes to his own and his friend s dogs, 
the Westminster Kennel Club should have learned wisdom, but 
they now repeat the trick. The natural result must follow. Any 
owner of a Llewellln setter, who values his dog’s reputation, 
holds aloof from the show. L. H. Smith, of Strathroy, and 
Arnold Burges, of Hillsdale, owners of the most celebrated 
Llewellln setters in this country, could not be Induced to ex¬ 
hibit at the Lort show; and the catalogue will show all the prom¬ 
inent owners of Llewellln setters conspicuous by their absence. 
However, this may not disturb the serenity of the Country pub¬ 
lishing association’s exhibition, for It is a money making affair 
and the principle seems to be to run the show for the largest 
gate receipts. A mastiff or a bull terrier will draw more of the 
common herd, than Leicester, Paris or Druid. The show Is not 
for sportsmen or for improving Bportlng dogs, but for conduct¬ 
ing an eastern sporting paper. If the Westminster Kennel Club 
had In view the Interests and the wishes of the owners of sport¬ 
ing dogs, Mr. Jno. Davidson alone would have been selected to 
judge Betters and pointers. With a very few exceptions sports¬ 
men In this country accord to him a perfect knowledge of setters 
and pointers, and an honest, fearless, expression of his op nlons 
when judging. He never has been accused of selling himBelf 
to any clique or to any Individual. Mr. Davidson could easily 
and satisfactorily have judged setters and pointers at the New 
York show,and could have secured a full attendance of sportsmen. 

The St. Louis Kennel Club may possibly send Its Irish setters 
to New York, but it will be because Jno. Davidson and not Lort 

is to judge them. , 

To St. LouIb men, and In fact to western sportemcn generally 
It la growing more apparent dally, or monthly, that there 1 b a 
prejudice in New York against western dogs and men, which 
crops out at every opportunity. At, and before the St. Louis dog 
show, the Country and Its followers had nothing but sneers for 
St. Louts. That paper announced that the New York show 
would offer six thousand dollars in cash. The prize list just out 
foots up thirty-one hundred dollars, not including the specials. 
The New Yorkers need not be jealous of Westerners. There are 
lots of good men and good doge In the West. Whatever opinions

Santonin or santonins, eantonlna—a crystolino neutral princi¬ 
ple obtained from the Artemesla Santonica, and Inhabitant of 
Persia. Is Imported Into the United States from Russia. 

When pure, santonlue occurs in brilliant, colorless, rhombic, 
flat prisms, Inodorous, of a feeble bitterish taste, scarcely soluble 
in cold water, sparingly in boiling water, but abundantly in 
chloroform, boiling alcohol, and the volatile and fixed oils. The 
crystals become yellow on exposure to light. On account of the 
difficulty of procuring It pure, M. Gaffard suggests Its use in an 
Impure state, designated brown santonine, which is almost 
equally efficacious with the human subject and much cheaper, 
Its effect upon the canine race, however, is such as to negative 
its use. 

Santonine was first obtained by Kohler, of Dusseldorf, In 1830, 
but it was not known as a vermifuge until 1844, when It was 
brought to the notice of the medical world by the London Lancet 
(May 11, p. 226). Four years subsequently Mr. Spencer Wells, 
published a papor on its use in the Medical Timee and (Jaeette 
(July 16, 1848, p. 1035), and since that time its reputation has 
gone on steadily increasing until, by general consent It is pro¬ 
nounced to be the most certain and safest anthelmintic for man 
or beast, that Is possessed. 

Medical Properties and Action. —Unless given In large 
doses, Bantonine induces no marked physiological effects, M. 
Guepin (Bulletin dc Therapeutics lviii. p. 500) found no ill 
effects after using upwards of one hundred and fifty times. No 
case of death from its employment has ever been known. Several 
cases Indeed have been mentioned, but In every instance chemi¬ 
cal analysis revealed strychnia or brucine iu the powders, a result 
not unlikely to happen where the bottling of drugs is carelessly 
done and left to inexperienced hands. 

A doBe for a dog under eighteen months old is from one to 
three grains; above that age not to exceed five grains. 

For Ascarus mystax, the worm most commonly found iu dogs, 
Its efficacy has been attested by all who have recorded Its use; 
and with the Anchylostomum duodenale, when combined with 
other remedies is the only remedy that proves at all reliable. 
My own experience with it, which has been very extensive, has 
been moat satisfactory. Kachenmeister thinks that worms 
perish more quickly where the santonine is given in an oleagi¬ 
nous solution than any other vehicle; hence he directed it to be 
given in castor oil. Others have found, however, that such a 
formula wsb no better than when the remedy was given rubbed 
up with sugar. In many cases, no aperient Is needed, one or 
two stools succeeding the exhibition of the medicine containing 
all the worms, if any are present; still the safer plan is to ad¬ 
minister an aperient a few hours after the last dose of santonine. 

Cbipperfleld advises an Interval of eight hours between any 
two doseB of santonine, and not to administer more than three 
doses in succession, allowing a space of a day or two to elapse 
before employing the medicine again. In thiB opinion Waring 
and others coincide. 

In Chorea epilepsy, and many nervous and convulsive affections, 
santonine very frequently discloses the unsuspected cause of the 
affection, viz.: WormB; and the cause being removed by the 
raediclue, the effect has ceased. As an aid to dioguosls In doubt¬ 
ful and anomalous cases, It is of great value. 

In diseases of the eye, as arnurosis, and in the latter stages of 
into and choroiditis when the inflammatory action no longer 
persists, given to the extent of twenty grains, divided into ten 
doses, taken in a period of five days, Its results are very satis¬ 
factory. _ 


after ducks. The strong point aimed at in my own bill was to 
destroy this chance by making all the shooting simultaneous. 
The birds will be very early this year, in fact are now laying, 
and it will be hard to watch all the corners for the last two or 
three weeks of close season, and dreading this I urged the mid¬ 
dle course of August 22. 

No one can complain, however, that the law Is ambiguous or 
faulty, and no possible reason can exist for not rigidly enforcing 
it. In view of the rapidly approaching extermination of game 
it Is better to have shorter seasons and more of them. This 
wisdom was early recognized in the Old World. Hence people 
hunt them to-day the descendants of the same game shot by 
their ancestors centuries back, and In as great abundance. Is 
this likely to be witnessed In our own land when experience 
makeB it painfully evident that in a few short years our grand 
natural opportunities for manly and rational enjoyment will be 
recklessly and wantonly wasted and past recall forever! 

The policy of the fish law, however, is too profouud to be vis¬ 
ible. It Is practically total prohibition to all hunters, for very 
few of us are the “gentleman of leisure" usually referred to, and 
beiug compelled to snatch our brief chances for sport from our 
work and our living, can rarely find time to shoot and fish the 
same season. It prohibits legitimate fishing from before the time 
to after It, when any one fishes or fish can be caught in this re¬ 
gion so will share the fate of all violent legislation by being ut¬ 
terly' disregarded—a bad alternative, for until all are consumed 
every lake and river In the Btate will be depicted of their last fish, 
and peddled round by the ton filled with spawn all Winter. 

Though no fisherman now, other considerations made me pro¬ 
test, though in vain, against this unwise over-protection, impos¬ 
sible of enforcement, while a reasonable restriction, say to Apr! 
]5tb would be obeyed, and rally the anglers to arrest the illegal 
and real causes of destruction.

Th.e Dogs and tiao Awards. 


Field. Trials in tlie East 


The Baltimore Kennel Club's First Annual 
Trials, Monday, Nov. I I. 


Haltimohk, Mil., April 27, 1878. 

The Baltimore bench show closed last night, and at 
writing all of the doga have left for their 
homes with the exception of the St. Louis Kennel Clubs, 
which leave to-morrow. 

Last year the Baltimore show, held under the auspices of the 
Maryland Poultry and Fanciers’ Association, was the best show 
which had, up to that time, been held; largest in he number 
of dogs, best in the quality of them, and also best in the man- 

^ThUshow, the first held by the Baltimore Kennel Club, which 
is composed of the gentlemen who conducted the dog show por¬ 
tion of the exhibition last year, is unquestionably an lm P™' e - 

over that of last year. The number of dogs was larger, 
and the quality of them superior. The attendance at the show 
was also very much larger, sufficient to save it from being a 
financial failure, hut yet by no means as large as it should have 
been in a city with a population such as Baltimore has. But the 
increase in interest with the public is to be appreciated and 
must be accepted as a fact that bench ahowB properly conducted 
and for legitimate purposes, have a bright future, it being * 
question of but a short time before the public taste is educated 
ur> to a due appreciation and support of them. 

f The fact however, is evident that some means must be devised 
by T wblch the dog* can be better seen by visitors. The .talk 
used at the present time fail entirely to afford even a fair view 
of a dog, much lees to show one In an attractive form or to per¬ 
mit of an Intelligent appreciation of It. The visitors to a show 
desire to see the entire dog and not a portion only as now in 
the stalls atnl as a general thing most of the dogs are lying a 
full length on their sides, curled up, or slttlDg on ^elrhaunches; 
if called to and they come forward, straining on tbe chain forces 
them Into an awkward and unshapely form. Now we think *4 
would be a great advantage if a circular platform were erected 
around the halls or rooms in which shows arc held, and the dogs 
led around it three or four timcB a day for fifteen or twenty 
minutes each time, and at any other time that the 1“.*^ ” 
may choose. In tills way the spectators could see the dogs as 
they appear in every day life, and consequently in their natural 
form and the dogB also would be henefitted by the exercise, as 
undoubtedly the confinement in the stalls, especlally after e 
tang journeys many of them have, la not calculated to benefit 
them We should like to see this plan adopted as we are sure it 
would prove an attractive feature, and consequently draw larger 
crowds* The exhibitor, would be pleased by it as It would 
afford them an opportunity to show their dogs which now the) 
do not have. If not a platform, a ring circling the room might 
be used, but we think a platform would be better, as, being el¬ 
evated, it would afford a view of the dogs from all parts of the 
hall and that the prise dogs might, be distinguished by the vis¬ 
itors we would suggest that around the collar of each winner be 
tied a piece of plain ribbon the color of the one which, as an in¬ 
signia of his rank, is tacked on hla stall. The expense Involved 
Itf the plan we propose could not be very great and would, we 
think amply repay In the increased receipts and the satisfaction 
it would irive both spectators and exhibitors. 

Tbe show was held in the MasonicTemple, tbe upper and lower 
auditoriums being used, and in every way suited for the purpose, 
affording not only ample room for stalls and passage ways, but 
the ventilation was excellent and tbe access from ohe floor to 
an other easy. On the upper or larger hall were the sporting 
classes with the exception of fox-terriers, fox hounds, grey-hounds, 
beagles and dachshunds; and on the lower or smaller hall these 
classes and the non-sporting classes. 

The iudfiriug was done by Mr. John Davidson and Dr. Twad- 
dell on a platform in each hall. It is evident that at every show 
the judging Is getting more difficult, as the dogs arc rapidly im- 
proving in quality, showing plainly that shows have created an 
interest in breeding and that better and purer animals are being 
bred. Moreover, sportsmen know a good dog better than they 
did and the weedy things we used to see so many of are, with 
occasional exceptions, kept at home, their owners knowing we 
they have no chance to win. Conecquently it is more difficult 
to select the winner in a clasB where there are so many good 
oncB, and requires tbe most thorough knowledge with the finest 
appreciation of the good points to render an accurate decision. 

There must of course always be disappointed exhibitors,as with 
but a limited number of prizes only a few can win; but we must 
Bay we never saw less dissatisfaction. Bald one man to us. I 
think my dog is a better dog than Davidson considers, and should 
have had some award of merit, but it was a hard class, there 
were so many good ones against him; anyway Davidson is an 
honest judge and I am not going to kick. Besides which tbe 
members of the Baltimore Kennel Club are such nice fellows and 
have been so courteous and attentive to everybody that I would 
not show myself so lacking In appreciation of their hospitality 
and desire to do all they can for the exhibitors.” 


Mr Davidson and Dr. Twaddell were very careful and critical 
in their examinations before rendering a decision, and In ” n,e ot 
the classes the contestants were eo equally matched that It re 
nulred eome very fine hair-splitting. The judging in eonse-

Welsh's pretty bitch Dream and Aldrich's Meg, black and white, 
a racy looking bitch, crowded Fleet very close for second place, 
with Turnbull’s Vic and Hardy’s Dream close after them, hut 
each of whleh bad to be. content with .

Empress, a Carlowlta—Orphina, got an H.C.; and Kate and Grace 
got C. The dog puppies were a very large and excellent class, 
Higgins’ Brutus, a handsome black, white and tan, by Rob Hoy, 
out of Belle, got the prize. Merryman’a Tuck was well deserving 
of an V.H.C. Turnbull's Deepot, a handsome white and black 
puppy we liked very much and think he deserved a V.H.C. in¬ 
stead of H-C. He is a puppy of great promise.

Messrs. Whitford, Davidson and Rowe advocated the abolish¬ 
ment of the three-judge system and tbe substitution of one 
judge. 

On motion of Mr. Whitford, Monday, the 11th of November, was 
selected as the day for holding the trials. This date was selected that 
the doge going to the Nashville trials would have time to reach them 
and rest after their Journey. This settles the fact of a field trial 
east of the Allegbanles tbe coming Fall. We are sure that they 
will meet with a hearty support of the oastern sportsmen. As 
an evidence of it the next morning Mr. F. A. Dlffenderfcr, of 
Lancaster, Pa., banded tbe president, Mr. J. Addison Smith, a 
check for $25 as a contribution to the trials.

A Hugged Coyote Gives Good Sport. 

In the absence of deer upon the trail of which they might legally 
turn their bounds loose, a number of the sportsmen of Virginia 
City, having succeeded in securing a trapped coyote, resolved 
upon having some sport with him. The coyote was placed 
in a box, which was put into a wagon and taken out 
into the alkali plains about eighteen miles eaBt. of the city 
one day last week. The well-known sportsmen whose uames 
follow procured the best mouDts obtainable and accompanied 
their dogs and captive to the chosen coursing ground: Aider- 
man Rawlings, J. S. Kansen, James Orndorff, J. Kerr, Jack 
Magee, Mr. Meide, Dan Lyons, James Cheryberger, James 
Rock, Lewis Reynolds, Matt. Beau, Dan. 8. Kerry and nearly 
a dozen others. It proved to be one of the most novel 
and exciting day's sport ever witnessed in that part of the 
country. Fox-hunting was dull In comparison. The coyote showed 
less of tbe vanishing speed than Mark Twain lias attributed to 
tbc brute in bis characteristic description, but what he lacked 
in speed he made up in spunk when run dowu. Tbe affair is 
thus described by a local chronicler: “The place selected for 
the liberation of the coyote was a sort of alkali flat about six or 
seven miles wide. Tbc coyote, caged in a close box, had been 
brought to the place in a wagon, and was liberated about 12:30 
In the center of the flat. It was agreed to allow him to reach 
the edge of the sagebrush, some three miles distant, before tbe 
bounds were slipped. When let out of bis box the coyote trotted 
off leisurely, leaving behind some eighteen or twenty hounds strug¬ 
gling frantically in the leash. It took the coyote about fifteen 
minutes to reach the edge of the flat, and just as be melted Into 
tbe sagebrush tbe pack were turned loose upon the desert 
and took tbe trail in full cry, followed by a well-mounted field. 
The sagebrush was soon reached and then the chase began in 
earnest.. Kanecn, who was splendidly mounted, took the lead, 
with Jock Magee close at his heels and the rest of the field trailing 
behind. The sagebrush and bowlders were not the easiest things 
in the world to run in, but tbe horses, which by 

this time seemed to have got warmed up to the work, 
made light of the rough condition of the track 

as they went crashing through the brush or took Hying leaps 
over the bowlders. The boutidB were about half a mile ahead in 
the sagebrush, their course marked by a continuous yelping and a 
trail of dust. After a run of about twenty minutes the coyote 
turned uiam the trail and took a course leading hack to the flat. 
Reaching the limit of the sagebrush it shot into the clear flat 
again and made a bee-line for the box from which it was first 
liberated. The bounds cleared the brush but a few minutes 
behind, with the Held not twenty yards in the rear, and at this 
point. Hie chase, became very exciting. The fiat was as level as 
a floor, and when t lie field straggled out of the brush the coyote 
was about half a mile ahead and had three miles to run before 
reaching the box, a point for which it was evidently making. 
Horses, houuds and coyote were now all for the first time in 
sight of each other. About half a dozen horsemen led the 
field, with Kaneen, Magee, Alderman Rawlings and Jim Orn¬ 
dorff, in the van. As they neared the box the coyote was pretty 
closely pressed by the hounds, but made a spurt and slid into his 
old retreat like a flash of lightning. The driver of the (cam who 
had brought, him out jumped down and closed the door, audio a 
minute a pack of disappointed dogs were yelping all around it. 
The riders came up immediately afterward, and a hearty cheer 
went up in honor of the sagacious coyote, followed hy a general 
laugh when the utter ridiculousness of (lie situation liecame 
apparent. After tile coyote had taken about half ail hour’s rest 
it was decided to give the hounds a second run, anil the snarling 
coyote wns again turned out upon the cold charities of the sage 
brush. He made off this time at a pace which discounted his 
first effort. It did not take over live minutes for him to reach 
the sagebrush, and the instant he disappeared the field took the 
trail. He covered about the same ground as before, but doubled 
more frequently and ran a good deal faster. In about twenty 
minutes he again turned into the Hat, and ‘Little Martin,' the 
driver, who was near the box with his team, concluded to go out 
to meet him. The coyote was doubling in (Inc Btylc on the 
hounds, hut when Martin had traveled about a mile from tbe 
box the pursued animal turned and made for the wagon. The 
dogs overtook him when he was yet about fifty yards from the 
wagon, and the leader springing forward fastened his teeth in 
his shoulder. The coyote turned nimbly, and appropriating a 
portion of the dog’s ear traveled on, and gaining the wagon, 
stopped directly under it, trotting along like a coach dog be¬ 
neath the fore axle. The hounds surrounded the wagon, yelp¬ 
ing savagely, and one would occasionally shoot between the 
wheels to try conclusions with the coyote, who would gener¬ 
ally send him howling back with the flblood streaming from 
his hide. The coyote nally became emboldened with his success, 
and gliding from between the wheels sprang into the centenpf 
the pock, and for a few seconds fought savagely with the dogs, 
ripping the skin from the flanks of a couple, and slidlngk bac to 
its vantage grouud again when numbers threatened to overpower 
him. Little Martin, the selfconstituted guardian of the coyote, 
enjoyed the fun Immensely, and drove the wagon straight up 
to the box.

T- M. R., Winona.—I have a gelding seven years old, a very flue 
traveler when he is all right; this Winter 1 left him with some parties lo 
handle and drive him enough for exbreiee, but standing all winter on 
tbe floor with his shoes on has contracted his feet so badly, and he has 
partly lost tbe use of his bind legs, that bele almost useless from being 
so Btiff. What can I do for him? Ans—Take off bis shoes, pare the 
feet down freely, open the heels, thin the quarters, blister tbe coronets 
and turn him out to grass for two or three months. Repeat the 
blister once every two weeks. 

T. C., Marshall. Mich.—I have a mare six years old that has been sick 
for three or four mouths aud I do not know what is the matter with 
her, and would be glad if you would tell me. She had the epizootic in 
tbe fall and bae never fully recovered from U; she Is weak and thin 
although her appetite is pretty good and she has done nothing this 
Winter; she looks bright aud feels well at times, but is weak an a rat. 
after the least exertion ; the pulse, I notice, is weak and irregulur hut 
that Is the only trouble I can sec about her. Ans.—The sickoe*** she 
h&d left her nervons system prostrated; ibe weak, slow irregular pulse 
is due to that in ail probability. Give her a powder morulug and night in 
her feed as follows: Take of enlphate of iron.powdered gentian root,pow¬ 
dered nax vomica and linseed meal one drachm each,mix; continue them 
for about three weeks; keep the bowels soft, and give regular, gentle 
exercise. 

FISH. 

J. N. W., Grundy Center, la.—1s there a law at present in Iowa pro¬ 
hibiting the spearing or taking of flsh iu any way, aud iTso, when and 
how longaretbey protected? Ans.—Yes. Bass and pike are protected 
from April 1 to June 1, and salmon and trout from November 1 to Feb. 
I, by act of March 10, 1876. 

A.—Would it not be a good plan fora flsh cuitorist who cannot 
gel wild flsh to keep hie stock good, to import eggs or parent tlHb from 
some other establishment? Itnae occurred to me that dsb kept in 
ponds and need for breeders year after year would become reduced In 
quality? Aus.—We are not sure that we exactly comprehend this 
question, the breeder should have young stock coming on to take the 
place of the old, we prefer medium sized trout for spawners. Hut if 
our correspondent means to ask if the introduction of new blood into 
the ponds on the principle that poultry breeders do it, we should say 
unequivocally, yes, and would recommend selecting thrifty, quickly 
grown males, undoubtedly a dash of Kangely blood would be of ben 
eflt to some enterprising breeder.

Natural JJistory. 


The Black Brant. —San Diego, Cal. — Editor Chicago Field: 
—I sent you by mail to-day a skin of the black brant described by 
“Homo” in issue of your paper of Feb. 16, 1876. For this you 
are Indebted to Messrs. J. A. Roark and C. J. Fox, two gentle¬ 
men of Sau Diego, who seeing “Homo’s” letter were about to 
send it themselves. I had just arranged for two skins, one for 
Cuicago Field, and one for Foret I and Stream, and learning ray 
intention these gentlemen gave me theirs to forward to you. 

“Homo" seems to think it a very rare bird, aud it undoubtedly 
is on the Atlantic coast; but in and around the bay of Ban Diego 
they are found by thousands in Winter. The present specimen 
is one of a bag of twenty-two made by the above mentiqned gen¬ 
tlemen in one day. The highest bag made this season so far as 
I could learn was thirty-five In one day, but this has been much 
exceeded in other years and doubtless has been tbls year. [ have 
myself had no opportunities to observe or even shoot any of 
these birds as I live In tbe country and iny health requires me to 
keep away from the coast on those stormy days which give tbe 
best shooting, i have been unable to learn much of their habits. 
Even those best acquainted with them admit that they know but 
little. Where they breed is unknown but it Is probably In the 
far north. Nor can I learn from any one here whether they are 
abundant on tbe coast above here, though the impression seems 
to be that they are not. They are a very wary bird and can be 
shot only from blinds, either on their pussways or near decoys. 
They are the finest flavored 1 wild fowl found In this section; and 
that Is saying considerable as all the wild fowl here arc said to 
be far superior to those found above, being entirely free from 
any fishy or sedgy taste. 

Tills bird never comes inland here- There have been num¬ 
bers of the common brant., geese and all kinds of ducks iu El 
Cajon Valley, twelve miles from the bay, this Winter and every 
Winter, hut I have never yet seen a black brant there lu three 
Wlnter’B residence, although there are thousands in the bay. 
Tills brant must certainly he found all along the California 
aoast, but I have never yet seen any mention of It in any of the 
numerous Bportiug Items of the California papers. Iu fact “Hal- 
lock’a Gazeteer” Is tfec <mly place where I have ever seen it men¬ 
tioned until the letter of “Homo” in your columns. 

This specimen was one and a half Inches longer, one-quarter 
Inch larger In other dimensions and one pound heavier (weighing 
four pounds) than the specimen described by “Homo,” but is ex¬ 
actly like It in all other respects. T. 8. V. D.
